fay, the Enemy pretended mot to open their Trenches 
till the 4th or 5th of this Month : But they all agree 
in this, That King @harles has taken his Quarters at 
the Tower of Fonges, the Prince of Heffe Darmftad 
his at the Tower of Peralles, and that the Peafants 
of Vick and other Malecontents, to the Number of 
7 or 8000 Men, were pofted in the Valley, cing 
themfelves from Graves to Saria, and from the Hoi- 
pital ro thé Sea Coaft. Mean while ’tis certain, that 
the Cannon of the Befiegers began to play the 2d In- 
_ ftanr, which is a fufficient Proof that their Trenches 
were open'd before that time, They have 37 Can- 
pon of Battery and 7 Mortars ; and they attack the 
‘Town on the fame fide thar the Duke of Vendome 
atrack’d it in'the Year 1697. ‘here are Letters that 
fay, the Marquis of Ayrona is marching towards 
Catalonia with 1400 Horfe and 2 Batrallions to pof- 
fefs himicif of fome Pofts, to keep the Befiegers in 
continual Alarm, and render their Enterprize the 
more difficulr. Wehave Advice from Languedoc, 
thar the Duke of Berwick, who halted at Narbonne, 
expecting Orders from Court to continue his march 
to Rouifillon, is commanded back to Nimes and 
‘Montpellier, to oppofe the Malecontents, who begin 
to themfelves again in thofe Parts.

_ Perpignan, Sept. 11. 40 Companies of Miquelets 
ate already rais'd in Caralonia for King Charles III.

Gates of the Town into the Enemies Hands : that 
neverthelefs he concealed his Knowledge thereof, till 


400 Miquelets and fome Englifh were advanc’d very 
neat to the Gate ; at which time he made a vigorous 
Sally upon them. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated September 25. 
Paris, September 18. ’Tis now given out at Court, 
that the Trenches before Barcelona were not open’d 
till the sth of this Month, and that the Enemy ha¢ 
not fo much as fir'd on the Place the 2d.

The Duke of Berwick has not yet fent any Troops in- 
to Catalonia, which fome interpret as aSign that King 
Philip V has no need of them ; but others believe 
rather the Reafon to be this, becaufe they are afraid 
to drain the Coafts too much of Troops, left fome 
new Malecontents in the Cevenmes fhould take that 
Opportunity to begin their Diforders afreth ; efpeci- 
ally fince we have been oblig’d to fend fome Troops 
from Languedoc and Provence to reinforce the Duke 
de la Feuillade, who would not otherwife be ina 
condition to befige Turin , which Place the King is 
abfolutely refolv'd fhall be attack’d without more de- 
lay ; to which end the Army has already quitred the 
Camp at la Venerie, and is drawn near to Turin, 
And the Carabiniers, as alfo the Dauphin’s Regiment 
of Dragoons that were detach’d from that Army to 
join the Duke of Vendome, are countermanded. 

Amfterdam, Sept.25. By Letters from the Imperial 
Camp in Italy of the 1oth Inftant we learn, That 
Prince Eugene ufes all his Endeavours to prevent the 
Siege of Turin by fome powerful Diverfion, as he 
has hitherto done. Since the late Action at Caflano 
he has receiv’d a Reinforcement of 4000 Foot and 
20e0 Horfe befides a good Train of Artillery, and 
his Army was preparing to decamp to pur fome De- 
fign in Execution, or to engage the Enemy to a new 
Action. ‘ 

Milan, Sept. 12. We have {ent to the Army u 
the Duke de la Feuillade 800 
Hay ; and many Pioneers, who are to be imploy’d 
in the Siege of Turin: There are a great many more 
likewife fummon’d in from the Country of Montfer- 
rat, The Duke de la Feuillade has withdrawn all 
the Troops that were at Afti, and in the Valley of 
Aofte except the Garrifon of the Fort of Bar. There 
is a Report that Prince Eugene has fent a Detach- 
ment of Horfe and Foor, to enter into the Cremo- 
neze ; and that the Duke of Vendome has detach’d 
5000 Men to obferve the Imperialifts. _
